Secondly, the word Hedicate doth not alwaies ſigni- 
fie, to ſancteſ ot to Conſecrate; but ſomtimes to appro- 
priate,to appoint to ſome ſpeciall vſe, to declare and tel» 
tie, that the thing is aſſigned, a dicted, and culled out 


to ſuch, for ſuch a ſeue ra. pupoſe, eſfice perſon, or ſer- 
vice, And this is moſt manifeſt, by that vic ot this word) 


vhich is moſt ordinaty and common in out ſpeach: As 
namel to dedicate a book to a great petlonage, is not in 
in Hur language to confecrate, & ſanctiſie ii vnto him, 
but by that word of Hedication, we teſtiſie and declare 
our loue, duty, & affectiou towards him, & appoint the 
book fo dedicated, to be a manifeſt ligne, token,proote, 


argument, and declaration of our loue. The word Dedi- 
cated thexſoꝛe being Eccleſiaſticall, and very 8

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this ſignification, it was thought fitt ro be retained in 
this matter, rather then to take in a word more ſtrang & 


nothing ſo ſignificant: Eſpecially conſidering, that ther 


are many words, and ſentences in that Canon, both af - 
firmative and negatiue, very ſufficient to declare, and 
make manifeſt vnto al reaſonable men, that the Church 
of England doeth not attribute any ſanctifiing, or con- 
ſecrating of the child to the ſervice of Chriſt, vnto any 
vertue grace, or power, of, or in the ſigne of the Croſſe. 
Thirdly though both the Sacrament, and the ſgne of 
the Croſſe may be ſaid to dedicate, yet they doe not both 
dedicate after the ſame ſort, for the Sacrament doth d:- 
dicate A ſgne, and as a Sacrament too, the Creſſe as 4 
ſene or ceremony only , the Sacrament doth dedicate as a 
cauſe ef ficient inſtrumentall, working in wardh, by the o- 
peration of Gods ſpirite, the Cyoſe Noth dedicate as a 
cauſe declaratory teſlimonial, wuneſſing out wardiyto the 
Church, and to the partie that is baptized. And ſo much 
the very wordes of the Canon woulde haue taught you, 
but that you would not learne, when it ſaith, Accounting 
it a lawfullout ward ( eremom, and honorable badge, wher- 


bythe Infant is dedicated, c&c. 


The wearing of a badge, or cognizance of ſome noble 
man or the colours af ſome Captaine, doth not, I hope, 
in your apprehenſion, make the ſervant or ſculdior that 
weareth it, to be of ſuch ag noble mans retinew, or ſuch a 
captaines regiment. But becauſe he is of rhatretinewe, 
he weareth that badge or cognizance, and becaule hee is 
of that regimẽt, he weareth ihoſe colours. And yet both 


the one and the other, doth make other men to know, & 


wirhall doth put himſeſſe in remembtance, that ſucha 


noble mans man, or luch a captaines ſouldiot hee is, and

captaine: Which our Communion book moſt iſely, & 

beyond all exception of malice , ſetteth downe in theſe 

religious tearmes.

But this is nothing to the point in queſtion. For hat if 
this particular you alleadge, of con ſecrating the Element 
with the ſign of the ¶roſße, were one of thoſe Nauioſ the 
Ancients ?! W. hat if they, hapſy, did amiſſe in ſo doing, 
as you ſay afterwards they did? Or what if they did well 
in ſo doing, & the ſuperſtitiõ was brought inafterwards?

by al men is reputed ihe pureſſ age, &, as it were, the mai- 
denhead, and vi⸗ginity of the Church. For he c innot be 
ignorant, that in the ages that ſucceededafter them, this 
cuſtome was moſt — & frequent in all Churches. 
This ſuppoſed l anſwere: WE 
Firſt, That either the Treatiſer is deceived, or the

Sorcerer, in the falſe Apoſtles,audin the I /cholaitens, 
in Menander, Ebion, and (erinthuws,cuen in the Apoſtls 
times; All theſe were Ant icbriſts: And any hereſy eithet 
i aoctrine or Ceremom, that they held againſt the truth 
& wordof Chriſt was Antic hriſtiã. But that a thing ſhould 
be Po piſb and Antic hriſt ian, and that before Popery was _ 
hatched.is in my vnderſtãding as if you ſnould haue ſaid, 
The chic tes was a bird before the Hen peeped out of 
the ſhell.

manifeſtly againſt rhe teſtimony of the holy Gitolt: A 
14.14. . Cor. S. 4. et 9.20.1 Tim. 4. 4. Or certainly that 
t is not law full for Chriſtians, to diſpoſe of al things, tor 
admofittron of their Creator and ours, of his benefits to- 
wards vs, and of our dutres towards him: which is repug- 
naot to that, that the holy Ghoſt teacheth every where, 
concerning the knowledg and worſhip of God in al his 
works, and doing al things in the name of our Lord le ſus 
chri f, to the glory of the f at ber. 

This teſtimony of M*. Bacer J haue therefore repea · 
ted at large, becauſe therein to things very effectual to 
this preſent queſtiõ are delivered. Fit, that the church 
hath {bertie and power to ordaine thinges indifferent in 
Gods ſervice: And ſecond/,that no abuſe of other mencã 
fo pollute the creatures of God, as that the pollution 
ſhould ever after cieaue to the creatures, as the Leprolie 
of Naaman Cid vnto Giec but the cortuptiõ remaining 
only in the mindes of them that did defile the creatures, 
they become againe pure, to them that are pure, that is, 
to the faithful. Mhence ic followeth neceſſarily, that no- 
thing can be juſtly reputed Antichriſtian vnto any, but 
vnto them that vſe it to that ena, that Antichriſtian pro- 
feſſion may be ad / ancedby it, or with that op, that 
they that are Ancichriſtian doe aſcribe vnta it: whervps 
it muſt as neceſſarily enſue, that ſeeing we in the Church. 
England, do not vſe the ſgue of the Croſſo in Baptilm, 
ta advante the profeſiõ of Antichriſt, nor with thoſe o- 
Nuniaui that Popiſh Antichriſtes duc aſcribe unto * 
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fore vnto vs it remaineth pareand c/cane, & leaveth the 
Poperyand Antichriſtiant{me,that it had, ſticking ſtil in 
the mindes and conſciences of Popiſh Antichriſts. Ihe 
foundation therfore of your obſervation being thus ſha- 
ken, we will now trie the jointes and ſinew es of your ar- 
gument, whereby you would conclude this Ceremonie 
to haue bin Antichrutian in the Ancients, and therſort 
muſt bee alſo ſuch in ys. Againſt the Cancients you ar- 
gue thus. | 

That which was the beginning, as it were,of the whoriſh 
fornications and made way for the beaſt , may well be tak? 
for Fopiſh and 'Amichriſtian, 

But the abuſes and opinion of vertue, and efficaty,thas 
the Ancients had of the ſigne of the Croſſe, were the begin- 
wines of the whoriſh fornications , and made way for the 
beaſt. Ergo © 
Ile abuſes and opinion of ef ficacy and vertuc, that the 
CAncients hadof the ſigne of the Croſſe, may well bee talen 
for | eprſÞ and Antichriſtian. 

To the Aaior. I hut winch was the beginning &. It is 
true inthe, in whõ it was the beginning of whoriſh for- 
nications, and in whõ it made way for the beaſt, as in Si: 
mon Maga, Elimas the Nicbolaitans,the falſe & poſtii, 
and the Heretiques:al which, no doubt, gaue the begin- 
nings to the whoriſh fornications, and made way to the 
beaſt. Ja the hh fathers that did not ſo, it cãnot be iuſt- 
ly reputed Popiſb, or Anticbriſtian, as hath bin, declared 
in the laſt words before. | 

Tothe MHinor:Bnt the. «buſts &c. It is falſe: forthe 
Antients did not abuſe it, neither had any opiniõ of vers 
tue and efficacy of it, as is ſhewedin the ia. ſect: & ther- 
fore your cõcluſiõ toucheth none but thẽ, ihat were for- 
oy ag ruriners 
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runners of Antichriſt; Je cannot touch the Antiemt 6a. 
#hers, that oppoſed themſelues, to the firſt working of 
the myſtery & reliſted the Hereſies, that made way to the 
Beaſt. Like vnto this is your reaſon that you make a- 
gainſt our preſent vie. 
* That which hath fince receiued fart her impiety, and

But the ſigne of the Croſſe in Baptiſme in the Church of

The Major of this argument holdeth true as the Ma: 
ior of the former did, that is, in them n whome it hath 
receiued fatther impiety, and authority fro Antichriſt, 
In others in whome it hath not receiued farther impie · 
ty, it holdeth not. , 

The Aſinor is falſe, for in the Church of England the 
Popiſh abuſes of the Croſſe, haue received neither fur- 
ther impiety, nor authority, but contrariwiſe are al te- 
mouedʒ and the firſt ſncere vſe of the Antients is re- 
tained:For we vſe this /ene of the Croſſe, in truth, to no 
other purpoſe, thẽ we vic the name or worde C roſſt, that 
is, only for ſniſcation and admoni tion; and ſeeing there 
is no other difference berweene the, but what the word 
ſoundeth vnto the eare, that the ſigne repteſenteth vnto 
the eie why ſhould there be more fault founde with the 
one, thẽ with the otherꝰor why ſhould our vſirg of more 
outward meanes, for helping our infirmities, in teme m- 


bring Chriſts paſſion be miſliked, Seeing in al other mat- 
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ters, tke more meanes we vſe to helpe our weakenes, the 
bettet we reckon of the: Ex quo not ra redemptionis pre. hei in diſs. 
tium in cruce pepenait , illudip ſum cracu vocabulum an. © Hoe ; 
tea ignomi nioſiſſimum, nobis Chriſt janu factum eſt bons - oy 
rificent iſſimum, It the word Cyoſſe be ſa honourable, be- 
cauſe our Saviour ſomtimes hunge vpon the Croſſe, why 
ſhould the gne of the ſame thing be ſo daungerous and 
pernitious ? And therefore your concluſion no way hur- 
teth the Church of tngland,bur only in the vniuſt calũ- 
niation, that it laieth vpon it, and in it vpon the Ancients 
whoſe reputation, and integrity, touching the Croſſe, 
ſtanding good as for any thing you can ſay againſt it (it 
abvaies wil) it is not poſſible for you to faſten the Popsfb 
abuſes , and whoriſh fornications of the Rewiſh Anti- 
chriſt vpon our Church. 

The exhortatin, where with you conclude this your 
Treatiſe is good, in Theſi vnto al men, & even in this par- 
ticuler Hypotheſis of the Croſſe in Baptiſme, to thẽ that 
are intangled, & defiled with Popiſh conceipts, & ſuper- 
ſtitions. But vnto vs, that are no waies partakers of thoſe 
corruptions, you might very wel haue forborne it. 

The feare of a cur ſe, leaſt being partakers of the Romiſh 
Antichr1ſts [ins,you ſhould alſo receine of her plagues keeps 
you,you ſay,from his ſuperſtitions Idolatries: The feare of 
a curſe, ought, no doubt, to be a great bridle to reſtraine 
all men from doing evil. But we invite you not to be 2 
takers of the Ramiſhj Antichriſtslinnes, but only of our 
ſociety, in our innocent and harmleſſe Chriſtian Ceremo- 
niet. Wherin if you feara curle, you fear where no cauſe 
of feare is. If you fear a curſe indeed, as you pretend, you 
ſhall do wel to tranſlate this feate of yours, frõ the harm -

The cosclaſſon to the Treati ſer c his friends, 
And thus far ] haue attẽded the Treatiſers diſcours, ſtep 
by ſlep & foot by foot, omitting. as) thinł, nothing that 
is materialland yeelding, as ] hope, iuſt ſatiſfaRion to al 
them, that with peaceable minds, & vnpartiall affectiõs 
ſnall be pleaſed to weigh his arguments, & my anſweres 
in indifferent ballances:wherin if I haue done any thing
